■The big fad, as seen here, was 
the decline In the-rcds popular vote 
from 2i per cent of the total to_20 
per cent. Pro in the end of. World wor 
II- until now, the communists' shore 
had been almost a constant 25 per 
cent. 

This vote never has represented 
hard core, card corrylng communist 
strength In France. It rcllccted per- 
sistent protest from millions wllh a 
despairing economic outlook. 

"This vote breaks a big log Jam.' 
said one off Iclsl. "For the first time, 
some of these people are looMng 
somewhere else. Instead ot voting 
against a condition, tor a change 
they were voting for somebody." 

De Oouge, ot course, was the some- 
body. His UU figure was the focus of 
thb election. Support for him was 
the single bhidlng force In the hast- 
ily formed but massively triumphant 
rightist party, the Union for tho New 
Republic

WASHIuaTON. Dec! 11 (TJPli — 
Space scientists hope some day to 
launch an artificial planet whose 
mission would 'be to spy on the sun 
and send reports to Earth. 

This was disclosed by. Dr. Homer 
_.-Newell,-natlonol-Bcronoutlca and 
ppace administration (NASA) In a 
briefing for newsmen on "celestial 
mechnnlcn," 

An orUflclnl planet would clrcifm- 
navlgatc both nun and Earth In •« 
vast orbit hundreds of millions of 
miles In diameter. If properly 
launched It would soar near the sun 
and sweep on untlllt curved around 
the Earth on the return trip. 
It Iin't far Present 
Dr. Newell Is In charge of "ad- 
vanced" scientific planning tor 
KABA. He' wosn't talking about 
flomethlng the space agency expects 
to do In the Immediate future, be-' 
use moon probco. reconnalsiionce 
...id manned satellites, and perhaps 
probes of Mara and Venus have 
higher priority. 

The sun already has nine ir . 
and uncounted thousands of minor 
planets orbiting around It, and ont 
more wouldn't strain Its gravltnllon- 
ol powerhouse. 

But why would man wont to put 
_.i artlflclarpliinct in llie'skyT Oeh- 
crolly speaking. It would bo for the 
some reasons he wants to put up 
satelUteJi and moon rocket*— to leam 
things, - 

The planet would carry. Instru- 
ments to measure solar radiations 
up close and got Information 
the processes taklnit place on 
sun's Burfnte. Tills Information 
would bo magnetically recorded. 

Then, when the artificial planet 
reached the Earth end of its long 
orbit, upon radio command it would, 
broadcast tho data stored In Its 
magnetic memory. ■ . ' 

Qreat polns would have to be 
taken to fire the planet In on orbit 
which would not take It close enough 
to the sun to be burned up but 
would get II sufficiently near for In- 
formation- Rath erlng purposed.
